Rape will 
(erveayear, more or le(s, provided that care be taken of 
cleaning every morning, with a piece of Linnen, the greafe 
that is on the (ides of the Veflel , and with a little broom , 
that which fwims on the top of the liquor. The Rape-may 
be freed from its greafe with water , rubbing it between 
ones hands. 

Nobody, that I know, hath hitherto examind what 
this Greafe is. When I can get a fit quantity of it, I will 
endeavour to make fome Experiments about it- 5 efpe- 
cially if I be affifted with Suggeftions for making proper 
ones,
